SEOUL, Korea, Saturday, May 8—(UP)—Widespread pre-elec- 
tion violence broke out in Southern Korea Friday night and early 
today. An election official was killed here and saboteurs smashed 
trains, cut power lines and burned a rightist newspaper plant. 


Presbyterian Reunion Plans Announced

ern and Southern denominations since 1861, were announced in 
Cincinnati late Friday.

Pastor of an Atlanta church, now of New Orleans, following the 
completion of negotiations by a joint reunion drafting committee, 
of which he is Chairman. 

The announcement climaxed 10 years of work on a reunion plan. 

Dr. Gordon reported a plan had been completed for merging 
the Presbyterian of the U. 8S. A. and the Presbyterian in the U. S. 
(Southern) and accepted for presentation to the General Assem- 
blies of both churches. 


U. $. Stocked With A-Bombs, Scientists Told 


ROANOKE, Va., May 7—(UP)—Former Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs John Collier said Friday night the United States “has fro- 
duced and stored enough atom bombs to annihilate every large 
city of Europe within 24 hours.” 

’ He told the Virginia Academy of Science the scientist must 
assume his responsibilities as a citizen. 

“A great city may now be laid to endless sleep through botulism 
poison manufactured in some obscure plant no larger than a 
brewery,” he said. 


Kills Two Tots; One ‘Wouldn't Keep Quiet’ 


NEW YORK, May 7—(UP)—Katherine Behrens, 27, smothered 
her 10day-old infant Friday because “she would not keep quiet,” 
and then décided she “might as well” suffocate her l-year-old girl, 
too, police reported. 

Her husband, Martin, 28, a parcel checker, returned from work 
and found his wife sprawled on the living room floor with razor 
cuts on her throat and arms. In a crib was Patricia Ann, 1, lying 
dead on her face with a diaper wrapped about her neck. In an- 
other crib he found Kathryn, apparently smothered with a pillow.

SUMMERVILLE, May 7—An 
armed robbery - kidnaping team 
that struck here Thursday night 
set off a manhunt Friday led by 
‘the FBI. 


Sheriff A. H. Glenn, of Chat- 
tooga County, said Taxicab Driv- 
er Joe White picked up two men 
Thursday night in Summerville. 
They instructed him to take them 
to a beer establishment four miles 
from town. 


One passenger whipped wut a 
pistol before they reached the 
establishment. “Keep going,” he 
‘ordered White. 


After crossing Lookout Moun- 
tain and arriving at the west side, 
near Valley Head, Ala. White 
was ordered at pistol-point from 
his cab. The kidnapers robbed him 
of $52 and a watch, after which 
they sped away. 

White walked two miles into 
Valley Head and_ telephoned 
Sheriff Glenn to come after him. 
‘The abandoned taxi was found 
Friday at Sand Mountain, Ala. 


The FBI launched the investiga- 
ition. State Highway patrols in 
Georgia and Alabama were alert- 
ed to be on the lookout for the 
two men. The FBI warned of- 
ficers the kidnapers are “armed 
and dangerous.”

19-25 Draft 
Wins Favor 
Of Senators 


WASHINGTON, May 7—(INS) 
The Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee tentatively approved Fri- 
day the major provisions of its 
bill to draft men 19 through 25 
for two years of military service 
and to train 18-year-okds for one 
year. 

Chairman Gurney, Republican, 
South Dakota, in making this an- 
nouncement, said the only matter 
remaining for consideration is the 
setting up of machinery for opera- 
tion. of the draft. 

He explained that a vote was 
not taken on any of the provisions 
because of the lack of quorum. He 
said a new draft of the military 
manpower bill would be in ‘the 
Committee’s hands Monday when 
a final vote may be reached. 

Reports that Congress might 
postpone action on the draft until 
after the Presidential election 
were denied by Acting Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Wherry, Republican, 
Nebraska, and Senate GOP Policy 
Chief Taft, Republican, Ohio, and 
Gurney. 

Taft said the military manpower 
legislation, now in eighth place 
for Senate action, would be called 
up for debate as soon as it is ready.

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Union Terms on Walkout 


To Come in White House Relay 


WASHINGTON, May 7—&)— 
Railroad labor leaders submitted 
secretly to the White House Fri- 
day the terms on which they 
would call off the national train 
strike set for Tuesday morning. 

Presidential Assistant John R. 
Steelman will relay the union 
stand to railway management ne- 
gotiators Saturday. 

Neither Steelman nor the three 
rail union officials who conferred 
twice with him Friday afternoon 
would give any details of their 
talks. 

A White House spokesman de- 
scribed the sessions as “explora- 
tory discussions.” 

Alvanley Johnston, head of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, told reporters Steelman had 
promised to talk to the railroads 
“and then let us know.” 

The labor officials were under- 
stood to have discussed the min1l- 
mum terms each union would ac- 
cept to call off the strike. 

The White House said the talks 
produced no “definite results,” but 
the three mnion officers were 
asked to stand by for another call 
Saturday—presumably to be told 
the management answer. 


William Faricy, President of the 
Association of American Railroads, 
conferred briefly with Steelman 
after the union group left, but 
there was no official information 
on his visit. 

Faricy and a group of top rail 
representatives will take part in 
Saturday’s White House meeting, 
‘but no definite time was set. 

He said the President’s labor ad- 
viser did not mention the possi- 
‘bility of Government seizure of 
the railroads in the event that all 
efforts to reach a peaceful settle- 
ment fail. 


But Att. Gen. Tom C. Clark an- 
nounced that President Truman 
has the authority to order seizure 
and Government officials left no 
doubt that he would do so if nec- 
essary. 

Johnston and his fellow union 
leaders—D. B. Robertson of the 
Firemen and Enginemen and A. J. 
Glover ot the Switchmen—spent 
almost two hours with Steelman 
carly Friday afternoon. They re 
turned at 4 p. m. (EDT) and went 
over the situation again for about 
an hour and a half. 


| Perishable Foods Are Embargoed 


Threats to Atlanta and Georgia 
food tables added to the suspense 
of an impending railway strike 
‘Friday as embargoes on perish- 
ables went into effect and railway 
personnel began a period of watch- 
ful waiting, some voicing hope the 
strike set for Tuesday could be 
averted. 

Officials of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad made it clear 
their embargo, effective at mid- 
night Friday, applied only to per- 
ishables, but the latter was de- 
fined to include livestock, poultry 


and fruits and vegetables under 
refrigeration. 

L. & N. officials said all freight, 
other than perishables, would con- 
tinue to be accepted as long as it 
could be handled. They added 
they had no information as to 
what course the threatened strike 
might take. 

Instead of setting a general em- 
bargo deadline, some railroads in 
the Nation have instructed their 
agents to continue accepting per- 
ishables only where delivery be- 
fore the strike deadline is assured.

Safety Building Code 


Wins Okay at Session 


By ALBERT RILEY 
Building alterations providing “equivalent safety” to regulations 
of the State Building Safety Code will be approved wherever possible, 
Chairman Harry C. Robert, of the State Building Safety Council, told 
the Georgia Fire Safety Conference here Friday. 


“There is nc limit on the inge- 
nuity of the property owner” to 
provide occupants of a building 
with acceptah!'. safety measures 
and give them » better than 50-50 
chance tc escape a burning build- 
ing, Robert declared in a question 
and answer session on the State 
law. 

He pointed cut, however, that 
there are teeth in the law to re- 
quire compliance, and said the 
State code was primarily a build- 
ing exits code He said statistics 
show that 40 percent of lives lost 
in fires are classified as being 
trapped in burning buildings. 

Meeting at the Ansley Hotel 
Rainbow Roof, just two blocks 
from the prim, fire-gutted hulk of 
the Winecoff Hoté:, more than 100 
property owners, architects, engi- 
neers, builders, insurance men and 
firemen heard a parade of experts 
discuss the Georgia.law. And while 
objections wer’ raised to a few ol 
its provisions, not a single voice 
opposed the law as a whole, nor its 
primary intent---that of safeguard- 
ing human life , 

John S. English, indemnity en- 
gineer, told the group that Geor- 
gia can be the Nation’s leader in 
building safety, if the State law is 
properly administered, enforced 
and observed. 

Rep. Charles Gowen, of Glynn 
County, declared the law resulted 
from the realization that too often 
preventive measures after some 
major catastrophe are only 
temporary. 

Executive Secretery Phil Lan- 
cGrum read a statement from Act- 
ing Gov. Thompson, declaring the 
law can-be successfully adminis- 
tered on a long range basis 
through co-operation and the re- 
conciliation of differences between 
the Building Safety Council and 
the Insurance Commissioner.

The real difficulty, only indirectly reflected 


in the squabble over the correct size of the Air Force, is the continuing failure of the services to 


agree on any unified strategic concept. 


The difficulty grows more acute, moreover, 
as the time draws near for concerting security 
plans with the Western European Union. Ameri- 
can production cannot easily be stretched to 
provide arms for France, Bri’.in and Benelux 
while peace among the services is expensively 
(and unsuccessfully) bougrt by “balanced” in- 
vestment among air, naval and ground forces. 


The system of “a pisto] for the rat, a pistol 
for the badger, a pistol for the mole” is simple to 
the point of being simple-minded, but it is also 
shockingly costly. And it will not be easy, 
either, to correct security plans with the Western 
Union, when we have no fully agreed long- 
range security plans of our own. What, then, is 
the real origin of this inter-service row, which 
is making a mess of all defense planning? 


The apple of discord is a single, simple 
question: “Who shall have the main role in 
the knockout blow?” With varying 
degrees of reluctance or enthusiasm, the 
services accept two points of doctrine. First, 
another long war would bring ruin to the 
victor as well as to the vanquished. Second, 
the creation of absolute weapons, such as 
the atomic bomb, makes it probable, al- 
though by no means certain, that another 
war can be shortened by stri! ing an initial 
knockout blow. It is therefore a good gamble 
to plan on the basis of a minimum security 
force, plus a striking force which would de- 
liver the knockout blow. 


Obviously, until long-range guided missiles 
can be perfected, atomic bombs must be carried 
to their targets in aircraft. The trouble is that 
in the mirids of the Navy, and even of the Army, 
that does not mean the Air Force is to pre- 
— in the grand effort of the knockout 

ow. 


The Navy argues that air bases on land are 
rendered insecure by the Soviet Union’s huge 
ground forces. Therefore the Navy pleads that 
planning for the knockout blow must center 
around, or at least generously provide for, the 
construction of gigantic carriers capable of 
launching bombers of considerable size and 
range. Each such carrier will cost above 150 
million. Its supporting task force will cost one 
billion or so more. No tactical answer has yet 
been found for the German long-range, high- 
speed radar-proof submarine, which is the core 
of Soviet naval strength. Nor have weapons yet 
been devised to protect’ the costly carriers 
@gainst really powerful air attack. None the 
less, the investment in the Naval Air Arm is 


currently almost as great as the investment in 
the Air Force itself. 


The Army, whose corporate interests are less 
endangered than the Navy’s, takes a position 
closer to that of the Air Force. 


The Army demands that planning include 
provision for offensive effort on the ground to 
take and hold air bases, on the North African 
coast for example. 


Finally the Air Force asserts that after war 
begins, the knockout need involve neither power- 
ful naval forces, nor even ground forces of any 
great scale. What are wanted, according to the 
Air Force, are prepared and provisioned air 
bases, sufficiently distant to be unreachable by 
enemy armies for a few weeks at the most. 


From such bases, existing aircraft like the 
B-29 and B-50 can reach the vitals of the Soviet 
Union. 
man j.: fighters, Soviet air defenses are con- 
sidered decidedly weak, owing to deficiencies in 
warning system, etc. A few missions, getting 
through successfully, can accomplish the same 
destruction of the Soviet vitals that tens of 
thousands of B-29 sorties were needed to ac- 
complish in Japan. The air bases may then be 
temporarily lost. But once the vitals have been 
destroyed, the whole organism must grind to 
an eventual stop. 

Such are the conflicting concepts. Curiously 
enough they have been roughly reconciled on 
the lower levels, even among the planners of 
the Join Chiefs of Staff. At the top, however, 
the leaders of the services are so conscious of 
the corporate interests they represent that there 
has been no real agreement. At Key West there 
was infinite bitterness, the greatest tension, yet 
nothing much more was accomplished than to 
approve the status quo. But since the country 
has neither the funds nor the productive re- 
sources to allow each service to implement its 
own cong¢ept to the full, what we get is simply a 
half-worthless compromise. 

The fact of the compromise in turn paralyses 
other essential efforts. Not nearly enough has 
been done, for example, to secure use of. the 
crescent of air bases reaching from Bengazi to 
Karachi, which are now the most important in 
the world; and this is because the services do not 
speak to the State Department with a strong, 
united voice. Congress has at least recognized 
by implication the significance of the knockout 
biow, and the need of a strong air force for this 
purpose. But genuine unification has not come

The events which they viewed with alarm, have 
passed on and most of them have been forgotten while she slept. 

As far as Mrs. Reynolds is concerned she might have slept 
merely a routine eight hours. The girls have a little more freedom.
